Social scientists at New York's Columbia University have discovered certain phrases that 
help make it less likely that teenagers will smoke, drink, or use drugs: 

"Pass the potatoes, please." 

"What did you learn today?" 

"Don't talk with your mouth full!" 

Yes, according to more than 10 years of research at Columbia's National Center on 
Addiction and Substance Abuse (CASA), the more often children and teens eat dinner with 
their families the less likely they are to abuse alcohol, tobacco, or drugs. Specifically, CASA's 
report says that kids who eat dinner with their families from five to seven times a week are 70 
percent less prone to substance abuse, half as likely to try cigarettes or marijuana, and one-third 
as likely to try alcohol, as compared to kids who have family dinners fewer than three times a 
week. CASA's studies also consistently find that children and teens who have three or more 
dinners at home with their families each week are more likely to do better in school and confide 
in their parents. 

The positive effects of family meals on the lives of children are why CASA sponsors an 
annual "Family Day: A Day to Eat Dinner with Your Children." The next Family Day 
will be September 24, 2008, and will encourage families to use the dinner table as 
a place to learn about one another's lives and bond together as a unique 
community. The family meal is an experience with profound and long-range 
consequences, especially for children and teens, but also for parents and 
extended families. Regular family meals also work to build trust among 
family members. Eating dinner together leads to a growing unwillingness 
of kids to disappoint their parents. 

Dinner at the Duchesneaus in Newark, New Jersey, is nothing fancy. 

"Five mismatched dinner plates, a folding chair squeezed 
chicken noodle soup and grilled cheese, or spaghetti, maybe a pepperoni pizza or meatloaf," 
says mom Denise. And the most important ingredients: Elizabeth, 6; Daniel, 4; David, 2; and 
Denise and her husband, Mike. 

Denise, a registered dietitian, knows that regular family meals help children learn to eat 
more healthfully, and she knows about the research that says family meals keep kids out of 
trouble and create better students. But she says those aren't the only reasons her family makes it 
a point to eat together. 

"Dinnertime is when our family prays together. It's where we share our day: our work, 
friendships, playgroups. Vacation Bible School, and tot-lots, boo-boos and things that make us 
laugh and things that make us sad. Eating together is God's answer to the mealtime prayer. 
Bless us, O Lord. He does indeed bless our family as we share our meal and share our day."
